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nal u re of medleval translatlons permits this procedure, and is the basis for the glossary 
of terms and tndex of persons ofTered at the end of the volume. 

The glossary indicates the place of all slgnlficant terms used in the Middle 
Commentary, and gives examples of their equivalent terms in Greek and Latin, as well 
as in Hebrew t to the extent that these terms are used in locations parallel to those found 
in our text. Thus, the equivalents of an Arabic term in Greek and/or Latin which are 
otherwise known will not appear in this glossary If not used in the Greek source of a 
particular passage, or in the parallel Latin Long Commentary passage. As mentloned 
above. the textual and frequently literal source s of this commentary are the De Anima 
and Themistius' paraphrase of this Aristotelian work, as well as the Long Commentary 
itself. Parallel and frequenuy verbatim locutions in the latter text make that commen- 
tary a reliable source of comparison with our work, regardless of the order of composi- 
tion of the two commentaries, 

The glossary and index Ust the location of all Arabic entri es in the text, except where 
a glven word is used repeatedly over a space of one to two pages; in such an instance, the 
first occurrence only is cited for that area. Only one or two locations are cited for the 
Greek and Latin source s of a glven Arabic entry, while Hebrew terms, which completely 
parallel the Arabic, are given without page citation. They may be located in the forth- 
coming critical Hebrew editlon by Identification of the -Aristotelian lemmata noted in 
both editions. 

The abbreviations used in the glossary and lnaex are as follows: 

The Greek text of Aristotle's De Anima is given without any prefbced letter, and fol- 
lows the Standard Bekker identiflcations of page and line numbers. Themistius 1 Greek 
paraphrase of Aristotle's toct (edited by R- Heinze) is prefbced by T*L The medleval Latin 
translatlon of this paraphrase (by William of Moerbeke, edited by G. Verbecke) is pre- 
fbced by LTH. The Long Commentary (edited by F, Stuart Crawford) is prefbced by M, 
with M 2 and M 3 representlng the second and third books of the Latin text. The Latin ci- 
tation usually gives the paragraph and line number of the term as found both in the 
lemma and commentary to that passage. 

The glossary is constructed along traditional lines. and follows J, Milton Cowan s 
edltion of H. Wehr, A Dictionary of Modem Writien Arabic. Arabic nouns are arranged 
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Averroes' words. the middle commentary is more of a paraphrase, while the long 
commentary is a full-fledged, line by line commentary. Beyond these generalizations , 
however, little research has been done on cognate commentaries, perhaps because 
critical editions of thcm have been absent, for the most part. 

It was to suppry thls lack ln the raw material of Averroian scholarship that Harry 
Wolfson proposed, originaUy ln 1931, a collecttve efTort to asemble and edit all extant 
Averrolan commentaries. ln all the languages of thelr dispersion.^ 6 It was wlthin thls 
framework that F. Stuart Crawford edited the Latin translation of the Long 
Commentary on the De Anima ln 1953, and it was wlthin this framewrok that D. H. 
Baneth worked on the Arabic edition, and S. Kurland worked on the Hebrew edltion. 
Both scholars labored valiantly and prepared prelimlnary texts wlth entlre sets of 
variant readlngs, though each man stopped short of collatlng the varlants and estab- 
llshtng the text. By the tlme I came upon the project, tn the mid-sixties, it had been 
shelved long since, and its editors were pleased to hand it over to me. I eventually 
reviewed thelr work, and made the editorial decisions necessary to establish the 
critical text "here offered. A parallel edition has been made of the Hebrew translation of 
Moses ibn Ttbbon. The notes ln both editions are entirely mlne, as ls an English 
translation of the work. wlth an expanded commentary, which ls being published 
separately The work as It is here presented is one, therefore, for which I take full 
responsibility. but for which I am heavily indebted to the late Professors Baneth and 
Kurland. 37 

A full discussion of the manuscripts and sources used ln establishing the text here 
presented, and of the editorial modus operandi ls found ln the Arabic Introduction to 
the text, Here 11 may sufTice to say that the text was establlshed on the basis of the two 
extant Judaeo-Arabic manuscripts (Paris ms, h£breu 10O9» Modena 41) of this work, 
Arabic characters replacing the Hebrew letters of the manuscripts. The choice between 
disputed readlngs was facilitated by comparlson of the two essentially Arabic 
manuscripts wlth flve manuscripts from each of the two 13th century Hebrew 
translaiors of thls work. Shem Tov ben Isaac and Moshe lbn Tlbbon. A first apparatus 
records all duTerences ln the Arabic manuscripts. and a second apparatus offers 
relevant readlngs of the Hebrew translations. retranslated lnto Arabic. The llteral 
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acceptable to Averroes' co-religionists. It is, in short, thc sort of work which juslifies 
a caliph's commission. 31 

Perhaps the receptlon of this work in the Jewlsh community, and its liidUTerence to 
the Long Commentary, attecst to the success of this strategy; e\^n as, conversely, the 
tndlfTerence of the Christian world to the Middle Commentary and its attraction to 
the Long Commentary, may be seen as a conflrmatlon of the more rigorously philo- 
sophical, staunchly Arlstotellan lmage Averroes had ln Europe Averroes' social and 
politlcal motivation might also explaln hls omlssion h e re of the Long Commentary' s 
extended discussions of the material and Agent Intellect; discussions which could 
well have lead the reader to greater awareness of the religiously problematic position 
Averroes adopted on this issue in the Long Commentary and elsewhere. 

The Middle Commentary is thus a carefully wrought and discretely presented revi- 
sion of the Long Commentary. It has its own identity as well, due to its eclectic blend- 
ing of sources and fresh evaluation of the issues raised in Aristotle's text. It is thus as 
much an Averroian creation as it is an Aristotelian commentary; or, to look at it 
from a medieval perspective, it is part of that unifted chain of speculation which 
reaches from antiquity to the present day, 

Despite the distinct identity of this Middle Commentary, modem scholarship has 
been slow to appreciate it. S, Munk called attention to it tn the middle of the last cen- 
tury, and translated a portion of its teaching oh the intellect, that part of the 
commentartes on De Antma which has always attracted most interest. 32 Towards 
the end of the century, M. Steinschneider provided comprehensive Information on 
the identity and location of extant Middle Commentary manuscripts, 33 but few 
scholars chose to explore them In 1935, J. Teicher wrote an article on De Antma 
comment aries, examining the Middle Commentary among the others. He attempted 
to refute the traditional ordering scheme of the commentaries, and proposed that the 
Middle was written after the Long Commentary. 3 ^ As indicated above, most scholars 
had by then, as subsequentry, subscribed to the notion that Averroes initially wrote 
epitomes, thcn middle commentaries, and finally, ln a few instances, long 
commentartes. 3J > Conventional wisdom has held that whereas the epitomes are more 
ln the nature of a summary or condensation of Aristotle's thought, reconstructed in 
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For the most pari, however, the Long Commentary and Themistius' paraphrase of De 
Antma are Averroes' guides in composing the Middle Commentary. and it is in the 
juxtapositlon and modlfication of these two works that the distinctive character of 
the Middle Commentary emerges. Averroes ls not lnterested in this work in utilizing 
any other text, and mlnimizes, as mentioned, his discussion of post-Aristotelian 
theories of the intellect and of other related issues. There is even a minimum of refer- 
ences to other works of Aristotle himself in this commentary, while references that 
are given are often very general, in comparison to those found ln the Long 
Commentary. 27 Averroes has systematically constricted the sphere of reference of 
the Middle Commentary, concentrating the reader's attention more exclusively on the 
work before him. 

T*he Middle Commentary gives the impression that Averroes set out to present a 
commentary which. for practically all issues, would be the same as the Long 
Commentary essentially, bu t be less taxing in its detail and less intimidating in its 
erudition. 28 Averroes apparently felt that the reader of the Middle Commentary 
would nol need to know, and would not appreciate being informed of all the Greek 
names and references which Aristotle mentions in his text; names, furtherrnore, 
which Averroes himself might well have puzzled over, to Judge from the numerous 
corruptions of proper nouns found in the Long Commentary, He therefore openly 
adopts simple and casual clrcumlocutions in the Middle Commentary for the minor 
personages and places found in the De Anima and dutifulry - if often erroneously — 
repeated in the Long Commentary. 29 

Averroes is similarly careful in the Middle Commentary to avoid ofiending the 
religious sensibilities of his fellow Muslims, or to put it another way, he is less 
indifTerent here than ln the Long Commentary to this dimension of his work; 
probably bearing in mind here the less specialized audience for which this work was 
intended. Without dtstorting Arlstotle's text, he quietly — with an omission here, a 
slight addition there- makes it seem less pagan. Arlstotle's god becomes one whom 
Averroes can praise, — % and does. 3 ^ The Middle Commentary ls not an apologetic 
work. but in the ways described it is t or should have been, more accesslble and 
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nol irapossible to entertain the notion, even on external grounds alone, that our 
Middle Commentary belongs to this later perlod as well. It is also possible that the 
Middle Commentary we possess dlsplaced an earller version, or even that Averroes 
wrotc hls Long Commentary to this work before the Middle Commentary, but pub- 
llshed it onJy much later , 

Ln comparison with the Long Commentary, our Middle Commentary must be seen as 
a rnore "popular," though sttil quite scholarly, work. 2 ^ Though Averroes' Middle 
Commentary no longer quotes Aristotle line by line^ as occurs in the Long 
Commentary, lt quotes every other line, or every third or fourth llne. The quotes, 
however, are often paraphrases, if not immediately theh soon thereafter. What is 
more, Averroes often '^uotes" Aristotle not from the De Animo, itself, but from 
Themistius' paraphrase of it, as well as from his own Long Commentary. "Aristotle" is 
often Aristotle cum Themistius, or Aristotle cum Averroes himself. 24 

It appears Averroes worked on the Middle Commentary with a copy of his own Long 
Commentary before him, pruning and revising it, though keeping much of it as found 
verbatim ln the longer work The revisions in the Middle Commentary were made 
with the help of the original De Animo text itself, in Arabic translation, as well as 
with the assistance of Themistius 1 commentary, also in translation. Incidentally, 
both Greek texts were originaUy translated by Ishaq b. Hunayn, whose translation of 
Aristotle's work is lost.^5 Comparison of the Aristotelian lemmata in Themistius 7 
paraphrase with the lemmata of the Middle Commentary as well as with those of the 
Long Commentary, despite the latter being in Latin, ofTers an opportuniry to recon- 
struct Ishaq's lost translation. 

Averroes had of course worked closely with both Aristotle and Themistius in prepar- 
lng the Long Commentary, but he consulted the m again when writing the Middle 
Commentary frequently preferring Aristotle's original formulation of a word, or 
Themistius' explanatlon of a phrase, to his own earlier Long Commentary presenta- 
tion. That Averroes is rethlnking his entire earlier commentary, and not just short- 
ening the Long Commentary mechanically, is evJdent also in the occasionally novel 
t locutions whlch he ofTers in the Middle Commentary, offering ideas and examples for 
whlch no precedent seems to exist. 26 
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si ons which occur ln the Middle Commentary when compared to the Long Commen- 
tary. 18 

The Middle Commentary, as can be seen hereln, attempts to resolve the lssue of the 
identity of the material lntellect by accomodating both posltions, that of Alexander 
and Theinistius. As related to the Agent lntellect, an individualis material lntellect is 
an independent substance; whlle as related to an individual psyche, the material ln- 
tellect is a dlspositlon of the lmaginative faculty to receive intelligible thoughts, 19 
The material lntellect thus ls not an independent entlty, but the expression ln human 
beings of a pervasive Intelligible prlnclple on earth, that principle which ls known in 
itself as the Agent lntellect. 

A detailed comparison of these two commentarles reveals that the Middle Commen- 
tary ls an abridged and revised version of the Long Commentary. 20 Contrary to 
common oplnion, the Middle Commentary should therefore be seen as Averroes' last 
word on Aristotle's text, as well as of Averroes' own thoughts on the issues raised ln 
the De AntmcL However, thts does not mean necessarily that Averroes changed his 
mind on key issues in the time between his composing the Long Commentary and the 
Middle Commentary. though there is always the possibility that he did. ln general, 
however, the Long Commentary represents Averroes' most thorough and definitive 
treatment of Aristotle's text; U is the Long Commentary, Averroes twlce lnforms the 
reader of the Middle Commentary, which contains a fuller exposition of his views on 
the lntellect, particularly the material lntellect. 21 

The precedence of the Long Commentary to the Middle Commentary is a fact which 
has gone largely unnoticed hitherto. It goes against both what is thought to be the gen- 
eral pattern of Averroes' cornment aries, and against the available dating Information 
the manuscripts offer, however meager it may be. 22 There are only two dates given ln 
the manuscripts for the composition of this Middle Commentary, 567 h./ 1172 a.d. 
and 577 h./l 181 a.d,, and the earlier dale is not necessarily speclfic to our texL Even 
the later date, however. precedes by a decade or so the period Ui which Averroes is 
thought to have written his long commentarles. Yet Averroes is believed to have 
written his paraphrase or Middle Commentary of Plato's Republlc and other works 
besides the long commentaries in this last period of his creatlvlty, and therefore it is 
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Ing the rational faculty. That esteemed faculty, for its part, ls not wholly apart, and 
its knowledge moves the knower and makes htm want t o move to perfectlon. 

Ii ls no wonder, therefoie, that Averroes situates the material lntellect in relation to 
the lmaglnative faculty as the disposition which the tmaginatlve faculty has to think 
logically and abstractly. 13 The imagination ls thus potentially rational. even as the 
lntellect inltially ls bound up wlth discrete and lmaglnative forms. 

Thls description of the material lntellect does not fully explaln its essentlal nature, 
a topic over which the commentators -and Averroes himself- held diverse notions. 14 
Yet. however we are to understand Averroes* ultimate position on this issue, lt is 
worth rememberlng that for him, as for Aristotle, the essentlal nature of a thlng. its 
very dennition, ls bound up with its causal relationshlps; for Averroes the essence of 
a thlng ls inseparable from its esdstence. Whatever we are t o make of the unity of the 
material lntellect -one by vlrtue of its relation to the Agent lntellect- it cannot be to- 
tally separate from the corporeal lmaglnative forms in which it has its origins. We do 
not have here a second separate lntellect, as may appear to be the case in the Long 
Comrnentary. The material lntellect ls neither an tndependent substance of its own 
dlstinct from the Agent lntellect, nor ls it purely a psychic disposition, as Averroes 
originally conceived it, Tbllowing Alexander of Aphrodisias and Ibn Bajja, in the 
EpitomeA^ Averroes actually repudiates the AJexandrian position ln the Epitome it- 
self, incllning, in what is generally considered a later revlsion, to Themlstius 1 vlew of 
the material lntellect as an tndependent lmmaterial substance. The Long Cornmen- 
tary expands upon this latter vlew, and Averroes refers the reader of the (second 
edition) of the Epilome to that more detailed comrnentary for further instruction 16 

Readers of the Long Comrnentary wlll indeed find Averroes laying out the varlous 
posltlons of both Alexander and Themlstius, as well as others, on the lntellect, both 
ln its active and passlve states. Indeed, Averroes embarks on three prolonged dis- 
curses on this theme in the Long Comrnentary, and it is in these discurses that one 
should seek for Averroes' distlnctlvery Long Comrnentary vlew. 17 Whether that vlew 
differs fundamentally from the one found in Middle Comrnentary is another ques- 
tlon, but that latter work la eks these discurses, and they are the only prolonged omls- 
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The radical interpretation Averroes gave conjunction stemmed from hls under- 
standing of the "material intellect," the lnltial potentlal and passive tntellect in mari, 
and Its relation to the faculty of imagination on the one hand, and to the universal 
Agent Intellect on the other.8 xhe Agent Intellect is largely, if not entlrely, a post- 
Aiistotellan concept, golng weD beyond the actlve aspect of the Intellect to which 
Aristotle all too cryptlcally refers in DeAn. I 4 408b 18-29, and concerning which he 
is only slightry more expllclt ln De Atl III 4 429a 15-429b 5; 9 whereas the material in- 
tellect, the faculty which describes man-as a potentially rational or intelligent ani- 
mal, is discussed in some detail - though not with that name by Aristotle. 

ln his capacity as a commentator on the De Animo, Averroes follows his teacher, fo- 
cusing upon the subjects found in that text. The commentaries, therefore, do not dwell 
on conjuncUon or its entailments, and one could not tell for sure from them that it is 
that theme which especially attracted Averroes Rather, the impression one receives 
from these books is of a commentator who was equally interested ln all parts of 
Aristotle's text, and who attempted to minimlze in these commentaries, and particu- 
larly in our Middle Commentary, all concerns not directry addressed by the Stagirite 
himself. 

The commentaries thus present Averroes in the light whereby the West first knew 
him in the thlrieenth centuiy, as the chief exegete of Aristotle's corpus, a person 
whose commentaries shed light upon "the Master of those who know," and who him- 
self merely shone in the reflectlon of that light. 10 Thus, as concerns the De Antma 
commentaries, it is clear that Averroes shared Aristotle's critique of the opinions of 
the pre-Socratics and Plato, and that he concurred in his view of the individual soul 
as being a single entity with many faculties. 11 These faculties - the nutritive, sen- 
sory. imaginative, rational and appetitive are seen within a teleological scheme 
which links each one naturalry t o their external objects and to each other. Each of 
these faculUes has an innate desire and capacity for fulfiUment, and each one has a 
sense of discernment which guides its actions. Thus, the "common sense" is found in 
the individual senses, which possess powers of judgement which one would normally 
associale with the rational faculty only. 12 Even the imagination. that most error- 
prone of all psychic faculties. does not function without input from all sides, includ- 
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INTRODUCnON 



The Middle Commentary on the De Anima (Arabic: Talkhis Kitab al-Nafs) is one of 
thrce commentaries which Averroes (520-595 a.h./l 126-1 198 a. d.) wrote to thls 
Aristotellan tcjrt- 1 Like many of Averroes' other commentaries, it was neglccted ln 
the Muslim world. and not even known ln Chrlstian Europe. An anonyrnous Latin 
translatlon did appear al som e polnt ln the fifteenth centmy, but It made llttle lf any 
lmpresslon upon European scholars, and dld not ftnd lts way into any of the 
Renalssance editlons of Averroes* commentaries. By that time, the Long Commentary 
on the De Anima had become established in Europe as the Averrolan commentary on 
that text, and had spawned an entlre literature of responses, ln good part, to Averroes' 
views-^ 

The Middle Commentary survlved as more than a curiosity in medieval Jewlsh cir- 
cles, and migrated^in Hebrew translatlon from the Muslim world to the Chrlstian. 
ftctually, two translaUons were made, and both have been preserved in a falrly large 
number of manuscripts, 3 Some of the leadlng flgures of late medieval Jewish philos- 
ophy Incorporated the Middle Commentary into their work, in greater and lesser 
amounts, 4 and it and the Epliome were read by Jews instead of the Long Commentary, 
which did not receive a Hebrew translatlon until the fifteenth century. 5 

The commentaries which Averroes wrote on Aristotle's De Anima are an important 
part of hls philosophical legacy, and helped fuel the controversy which hls theory of a 
single universal sub-Iunar soul ellcited. Besides these three commentaries. Averroes 
wrote a number of related independent treatises which focus on the faculty of the In- 
tellect and lts relation to the Agenl Intellect. 6 That relation, called "conjunction," at- 
tractcd Averroes because of the possibility it held for man's transcendence of hls flni- 
tude, both ln terms of his ability to know universal truths and to Joln wlth them after, 
as well as during, his life. 7

This volume is part of a corpus of crltically edited Averrolan commentarles that have 
been appearing peiiodlcally slnce Hany Wolfson, of Harvard Unlversity, had the idea 
for a Corpus Corranen tariorum Averrois in Aristotelem some sixty years ago. H e gave 
the proJect its inltlal direction. under the aegls of the Medieval Academy of Amenca. 
Slnce Professor Wolfson's death, the organization of the CCAA has passed to an Inter- 
national consortlum of learned societies, headed by Dr. Albert Zimmermann of the 
Thomas-Institut, Unlversity of K61n.
